The 
house contained 12 to 14 rooms, and on the 
lands were this residence, large stables and a 
private cemetery. 

The court allowed an objection, with £5 
5s. costs, by Mr. G. O’Mally Ormsby, to the 
proposed acquisition by the Land Commission 
of 54 acres of land situated at Farrangarade 
and Rathmeel, Co. Sligo. 

Answering Mr. Carson, K.C. (instructed by 
Mr. W. S. Huggard, solicitor), Mr. Ormsby 
said that if this land were taken he would 
only be left with about 15 Statute acres at 
Rathmoy, on which was a family residence.

Lao haire 
Corporation, stated, in.reply. to Mr. Ryan, 
that he did not think it would be. desirable 
to have. flats in a suburlan area. What 
had. been happening over all Dublin. was 
that large houses had been .converted into 
flats which were far too small, with a con. 
sequent danger of those flats. deteriorating 
into tenements, 

‘Regarding the amenities of the district Mr, 
Robertson said that, in general, he thought 
it indisputable that a house like Glenageragh 
Hall, converted into flats, stood like a monu- 
ment of the past in a modern setting. From 
the town-planning point of view, it would 
be better if the house were not there at all. 

Cross-examined by Mr. ‘Sainsbury, he 
agreed that a fair resume of his evidence 
would. be that Glenageragh Hall as it stood 
was. useless as a private residence, and the 
alternatives were conversion into flats or 
demolition. 

The further hearing was Fa” until 
next Tuesday.
